Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  important  changes.  The  abolition  of 
the  Divisional  Health  Committees  resulted  largely  from  the  setting  up 
of  the  now  Social  Services  Department.  Because  of  this  the  annual 
report  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  previously  included  as  an 
appendix  to  this  report  will  not  now  appear  in  the  future. 

The  Divisional  Health  Committees  had  remained  in  being  since  the 
National  Health  Service  was  created  in  1948  and  it  was  with  great 
reluctance  that  the  County  Health  Committee  agreed  to  their  being 
disbanded. 

Another  major  change  has  been  the  setting  up  of  the  new  Social 
Services  Department,  This  meant  the  loss  from  the  Health  Department 
of  the  Mental  Health  Service,  the  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Services 
for  the  Physically  Handicapped  and  their  transfer  to  the  new  Area  Social 
Services  Departments.  Preparation  for  the  setting  up  of  the  new  de¬ 
partment  took  place  over  very  many  months  and  involved  the  Divisional 
Health  staff  in  much  work  preparing  for  the  hand  over. 

As  a  result  of  County  Health  Department  policy  it  has  been 
necessary  to  fuse  together  existing  divisions  and  to  base  divisional 
health  administration  on  new  combined  divisions. 

So  far  as  the  divisions  of  Runcorn  and  Mid-Cheshire  are  concerned 
many  administrative  changes  have  taken  place  in  order  to  create  a 
single  large  division.  Initially  this  meant  the  loss  of  one  of  my 
Divisional  Administrative  Assistants,  Mr,  W.  R.  Jones,  and  the 
assumption  of  the  administration  of  both  divisions  by  my  Divisional 
Administrative  Assistant,  Mr.  S.  R.  Large. 

There  has  been  an  expansion  at  one  administrative  centre  with  a 
corresponding  contraction  to  a  sub  office  at  the  other.  These  changes 
have,  of  course,  led  to  uncertainties  and  inevitable  changes  of  duties 
for  the  staff  involved.  So  far  as  possible  this  major  change  was 
brought  about  with  the  minimum  of  trauma  to  the  staff  and  my  thanks  are 
due  to  the  divisional  administrative  and  clerical  staffs  for  their 
loyalty  and  support  through  what  has  undoubtedly  been  a  time  of 
considerable  re-adjustment  and  re-orientation. 

With  regard  to  immunisation  against  infectious  diseases  the  out¬ 
break  of  diphtheria  in  a  nearby  large  city  again  emphasised  the 
important  lesson  that  mothers  must  make  every  effort  to  have  their 
children  immunised  by  accepting  the  invitations  sent  to  them  by  the 
Health  Department.  Only  in  this  way,  by  maintaining  a  high  immunisa¬ 
tion  rate,  can  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as  this  be  kept  under 
control. 

Measles  immunisation  has  been  recommenced  now  that  the  national 
supply  has  improved  and  this  is  to  be  welcomed  as  there  is  still 
mortality  and  considerable  morbidity  from  the  coEiplications  resulting 
from  measles  infection.  The  introduction  of  rubella  vaccination  for 
your  adolescent  girls  is  a  great  advance  and  this  should  prevent  babies 
in  subsequent  generations  being  bom  with  severe  handicaps  due  to  the 
mother  contracting  the  disease  during  pregnancy. 


The  County  Scheme  for  computerised  call  up  for  cervical  cytology  commenced 
in  Sept.  1970  and  the  response  to  date  has  been  encouraging.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  screening  programme  will  identify  pre-cancerous  conditions  of  the  cervix 
at  a  time  when  treatment  can  effect  a  complete  cure. 

The  work  of  the  public  health  inspectorate  is  largely  taken  for  granted 
by  the  public  and  I  should  emphasize  the  vital  role  which  the  inspectors  play 
in  the  maintenance  of  high  standards  in  the  environmental  side  of  public  health. 

Reference  to  later  pages  of  the  report  indicate  environmental  health 
matters  dealt  with  during  the  year  and  show  the  wide  variety  and  importance  of 
their  work. 

The  investigation  of  food  poisoning  cases  and  excretors,  the  tracing  and 
surveillance  of  typhoid  and  other  infectious  disease  contacts  has  been  a 
frequent  part  of  their  work.  Continental  holidays  are  now  coimion  and  invariably 
this  brings  with  it  contact  tracing  and  surveillance  of  such  potentially  serious 
infectious  diseases  as  typhoid  fever.  Returning  holiday  makers  not  infrequent¬ 
ly  become  either  cases  or  contacts  of  this  disease  especially  if  they  have  been 
to  certain  countries  bordering  the  Mediterranean  where  purity  of  water  supplies 
and  clean  food  cannot  always  be  guaranteed. 

The  latter  highlights  the  important  role  of  the  public  health  inspectorate 
in  the  control  of  communicable  diseases.  Changes  in  the  structure  of  local 
government  at  both  first  and  second  tier  levels  are  imminent  and  in  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  local  government  and  the  health  services  it  is  vital  that  this 
important  aspect  of  the  control  of  communicable  diseases  will  not  be  lost  to 
sight. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Rogerson,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
his  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the  Clerk  and  the  chief  officers 
of  the  council  for  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  chairman  and  members  of  the 
committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  association  with  Dr.  O'Malley,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  of  the  district  for  1970. 

The  Year  has  shown  further  progress  in  extending  the  Council’s 
Clean  Air  Policy.  The  eleventh  Smoke  Control  Area  was  declared 
covering  the  proposed  one  hundred  acres  of  private  housing 
development  at  Damhall.  Older  properties  in  the  proposed  Improvement 
Areas,  together  with  the  older  Council  Housing  Estates  will  be  the 
subject  of  further  orders. 

The  towns  population  has  nearly  doubled  over  the  past  ten  years 
and  this  in  its  turn  has  brought  problems  not  usually  encountered  in 
a  normal  small  urban  district.  Industrialisation  of  the  Town 
demands  strict  control  over  the  emmission  of  noxious  gases  and  other 
wastes  and  the  close  co-operation  with  Her  Majesty's  Factory 
Inspectorate  and  Her  Majesty's  Alkali  Inspector  on  the  working 
environments • 

The  increased  quantity  and  variety  of  food  offered  for  sale  to 
the  public  and  the  large  number  of  meals  consumed  in  works  canteens 
and  similar  premises  calls  for  constant  supervision  and  education  of 
the  food  handlers,  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  if  the  danger  of 
food  poisoning  is  to  be  avoided.  Although  a  number  of  cases  were 
notified  during  the  year  none  was  confirmed  after  investigation. 

The  satisfactory  state  of  environmental  health  in  the  district 
is  largely  due  to  the  small  public  health  team  which  works  in  the 
background  and  I  would  like  to  ©xpress  my  appreciation  to  my  Deputy 
Mr.  Lamb,  and  to  the  other  Inspectors  for  their  good  work  during  the 
year  under  review.

TOWN  DEVELOPMENT 


Growth  in  the  population  of  Winsford  continued  during  the  year  with  the 
majority  of  the  incoming  people  originating  from  Liverpool* 


Housing 

The  first  houses  on  the  Mount  Pleasant  Estate  were  completed  and  occupied, 
and  the  whole  estate,  which  will  contain  750  houses  is  due  for  completion  early 
1971#  Work  was  commenced  on  the  sub-centre,  which  will  comprise  of  a  supermarket, 
four  shops,  a  community  centre,  end  a  public-  house*  The  shops  are  due  for 
completion  in  mid  1971  and  a  start  will  be  made  on  the  Community  Centre  about  the 
same  time.  Private  housing  development  in  the  Planning  Brief  area  continued  to 
expand  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  this  area  is  completed  in  1972.  A  start 
will  then  be  made  on  Area  14  adjoining  Damhall,  School  Lane,  on  which  about  640 
private  houses  will  be  built. 

Health  Centres 

r 

The  new  town  centres,  Health  Centre  is  the  only  Health  Centre  in  the  tom 
to  be  programmed  and  this  is  due  to  start  in  1971.  A  temporary  Health  Centre 
was  opened  in  a  converted  council  house  on  Mount  Pleasant  Estate  and  this  has 
been  found  to  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  residents  in  this  area. 

Social  amenities 


The  Winsford  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Council,  The  Winsford  iirts  Society  and  the 
Winsford  Sports  Council  continue  to  flourish.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  an 
Old  Persons  Day  Centre  to  be  built  in  the  tom  centre  and  this  will  be  built  in 
conjunction  with  the  second  phase  of  the  shopping  centre.  It  is  anticipated  that 
work  will  start  on  this  project  in  mid  1971  and  should  be  completed  in  mid  1972. 
Three  Old  Persons  Clubs  now  operate  on  a  weekly  basis  and  one  club  on  a  fort¬ 
nightly  basis.  The  Supervised  Accommodation  at  Grange  Court  is  fully  occupied 
and  the  tenants  appear  to  be  very  satisfied  with  their  accommodation.  An 
arrangement  is  being  made  with  the  Help  the  aged  Housing  Association  to  build 
another  block  of  similar  accommodation  on  Crook  Lane  Estate  and  it  is  hoped  that 
a  start  will  be  made  on  this  building  during  1971. 

Industry 

The  Councils  industrial  development  programme  has  created  over  5*300  new 
jobs  on  the  Winsford  Industrial  Estate  and  a  total  of  34  factories  have  been 
erected,  providing  over  million  square  feet  of  factory  space 0 

Throughout  the  years  the  construction  of  new  developments  has  continued, 
but  the  predominant  feature  has  been  the  construction  of  extensions  to  existing 
factories,  ranging  from  extensive  offfice  and  canteen  facilities,  to  the  normal 
factory  production  area. 

More  new  properties  are  now  at  the  design  stage  for  construction  during  the 
coming  year  and  further  enquiries  continue  to  be  made  despite  the  national 
recession  in  industrial  development.

The  Wades  Lane  Sewage  Works  is  operating  satisfactorily  and  is  still 
within  its  overall  design  capacity.  Five  samples  were  taken  by  Inspectors 
of  the  Mersey  &  Weaver  River  Authority  during  the  year  from  this,  the  main 
works,  and  all  were  satisfactory 

The  volume  of  sewage  received  at  the  Wades  Lane  works  was  5 19 , 840, 000 
gallons,  slightly  less  than  in  1969,  influenced  no  doubt  by  the 
considerably  lower  rainfall  of  30.580"  compared  with  37,595"  in  1969,  Of 
the  519,840,000  gallons  received,  515,180,000  gallons  (99,1?°)  received 
full  treatment,  the  other  4,660,000  gallons  (0,9^)  being  discharged  to  the 
river  during  storm  conditions  after  the  removal  of  floating  debris,  grit 
and  suspended  solids. 


It  was  possible  to  take  Dry  Weather  Flow  reading  on  only  8  occasions, 
as,  although  it  was  a  relatively  dry  year,  the  dry  spells  were  not 
prolonged.  The  average  DWF  was  1,106,000  gallons  which  is  again  a  slight 
reduction  on  last  years  figure  of  1,170,000  gallons,  influenced  in  this 
case  by  the  closure  of  the  Crewe  Electroplating  Works  and  a  reduction  in 
water  usage  at  the  Bacon  Factory. 

Sewage  Pumping  Stations  are  maintained  and  operated  at  Hill  Street, 
Church  Street,  Market  Place,  Weaver  Street  and  'Woodford  Lone. 

In  addition  to  the  main  sewage  works,  the  Council  operate  small  sewa ge 
works  at  Whitegate,  Meadow  Bank  and  Clive.  Three  samples  were  taken  by 
River  authority  Inspectors  during  the  year,  the  only  unsatisfactory  one 
being  from  the  Clive  Works  which  will  require  increased  maintenance  this 
year.  The  bad  samples  was  nevertheless  an  isolated  one  and  the  effluent 
from  all  4  sewage  works  is  almost  invariably  of  high  standard.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


During  the  year  19  bacteriological  exaninations  of  borderline  carcases  were 
carried  out  in  the  departments  own  laboratory,  resulting  in  3  carcases  being 
passed  for  manufacturing  purposes,  which  otherwise  would  have  been  condemned. 

In  conditions  where  cancerous  tissue  is  found  the  results  of  specialist 
examination  are  of  great  value  to  the  department,  both  in  broadening  our 
knowledge  of  such  conditions  and  in  assessing  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of  a 
carcase.  In  such  cases  a  specimen  is  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Veterinary 
Pathology  at  the  University  of  Liverpool,  where  the  material  and  aasooiated 
report  may  also  prove  useful  for  research  and  teaching  purposes.
